Clark Sees Tragedy 
In Court’s Overturn 

Attorney General Ramsey 
Clark said yesterday that Con- 
gressional approval of the 
crime bill provisions overturn- 
ing Supreme Court rulings on 
the admissibility of confes- 
sions would be -a “tragedy for 
the constitutional rights of our 
citizens.” 

Clark, interviewed on ABC’s 
“Issues and Answers,” said 
there was no real evidence 
that the June 1966 Miranda de- 
cision, precluding the use of 
confessions obtained in the ab- 
sence of safeguards; had seri- 
ously hurt law enforcement. 

Clark also defended the 
Democratic Administration’s 
law enforcement record 
against criticism last week by 
GOP Presidential h o p e f>u 1 
Richard M. Nixon. 

Clark said that in the eight 
years Nixon was Vice Presi- 
dent during the 1950s, the 
crime rate had gone up 98 per 
cent, or a greater figure than 
the 88 per cent Nixon . said' it ! 
had risen during the Kennedy- j 
Johnson Administrations. I
